Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There is no teaching or suggestion in the art of record disclosing all of the 
elements of claim 1 in combination with a gate electrode formed in contact with the gate 
dielectric film at the side surfaces of the trench, surfaces of the gate electrode that are 
opposite to the surfaces contacting the gate dielectric film and the gate dielectric film at 
a bottom of the trench forming a hollow portion extending from the bottom to an opening 
side of the trench (i.e. the hollow portion extends from the top of the trench to the 
dielectric film formed on the bottom of the trench). Therefore, independent claim 1 is 
deemed allowable along with its dependent claims 2-17.
